Cmrigan, American flier who look off 
from New York on "a flight lo Cali- 
fornia" <lrop]>ed unheralded from Ihc 
skies Monday at Baldonnel. Ireland. 


He made the flight in an antiquated 


single-motored plane of the vintage 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh's "Spirit 
of St. Louis" in 28 hours 13 minutes. 


He took off from Floyd Bennett field 


Sunday at ,'i:17 a. m. (Ho|K- time) and 
landed at Baldonnel. airport for Dub- 
lin, al 7:30 a. m. Monday (Hope lime). 


Nothing bad been heard from him 


since the takeoff. He had no radio, 
and only the barest navigating instru- 
ments. 


A il-Veiir-Olcl Plane 


He piloted a dilapidated monoplane 


of 1!)2!) vintage, similar lo Charles A. 
Lindbergh's 
"Spiril of St. 
Louis," 


which was capable of a transatlantic 
crossing when it wa.s new—in 192!). 
Corrigan's ship carried 300 gallons of 
gasoline, enough to keep him aloft 
about 40 hours, long enough for an Al- 
lanlic crossing; and there had been 
unconfirmed reports around Die 
field that he was going to try. 


Non-Stop Across Continent 


He landed Ihe ship at Floyd Bennett 


last Sunday afler flying nonstop from 
Long Beach in about 28 hours. Airmen 
considered it an unusual fen I because 
of the age of hi.s craft and the fact that 
it carried a minimum of equipment a.s 
compared with the elaborale instru- 
ments carried by modern planes. 


Spare gasoline tanks occupied (he 


forward part of the cabin, as in Lind- 
bergh's plane, and Corrigan had no 
forward vision.

Father of American 
Constitution 


CONSTITUTIONS and congresses 


' were the concern of James 


Mndison for nearly all of his ex- 
tremely busy life. 
He first be- 


came a zealous student of govern- 
ment in his college days in New 
Jersey, at what is now Princeton 
University. 
His last public serv- 


ice was in the Virginia Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1829. 


In the momentous intervening 


years, Madison served in the Vir- 
ginia legislature, the Continental 
Congress, the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1787 at Philadelphia, 
the new Congress, was secretary 
of state under Jefferson and finally 
was elected fourth President of the 
United States. 


So this energetic 
little 
man 


grew 
to become 
a 
foundation 


stone in American constitutional 
problems. 
In the convention at 


Philadelphia he introduced the 
Virginia plan and rendered such 
efficient and brilliant service gen- 
erally that his associates called 
him the Father of the Constitu- 
tion. 
It was Madison who pro- 


posed 
the 
original 
resolutions 


calling for the creation -of the de- 
partments 
of 
state, 
war 
and 


treasury. Likewise he proposed a 
series of amendments to the -Con-1 
?titution, advocated by the states, 
out of which were drafted the first 
10 amendments.

er" acres, lying on more nearly level 
land, do the heavy work of produc-1 
ing watermelons, corn, cotton, etc. 


In many areas where farmers have 


overlooked the erosion problem, half or 
more of the top soil has been washed 
away. In some cases farmers tried to i 
P'actice "squire" farming on "round" 
land. That is, the corn and cotton rows 
ran square with the world right up 
1' 


and down hill. 
Now farmers every i 


where arc plowing arountl the slope, 
en the level, rather than up and down , 
hill. 
' 


In some places the productive value 


of the land has been totally destroyed 
by erosion, resulting from unwise 
land use. Farmers are now beginning 
to sec, like Mr. Porterfield, that the 
answer to the erosion problem is care- 
lul planning and wise land use. The 
land will wear better if the crops are 
fitted to the "lay of the land", rather 
than fitting the land to the crops. The : 
whole idea is to provide the greatest 
possible protection for the acres which 
tend to erode.
